•The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  xtural  District  is  less  by 
12  than  the  number  occurring  in  the  previous  year.  There  was 
a decrease  of  16  deaths  in  1952  over  1951. 

Table  1.  gives  a classification  of  the  cause  of  death  and  the 
number  attributed  to  each  cause.  There  were  no  deaths  attributed 
to  Tuberculosis.  There  was  one  death  attributed  to  neoplasm 
of  lung  and  as  in  1952  there  were  no  deaths  attributed  to 
pregnancy,  childbirth,  and  abortion.  There  were  9 deaths  as

Of  the  children  born  in  the  years  1952,  1951  and  1950,  at 
the  end  oi  the  year  41,  47  and  70  were  immunised.  At  the  end 
of  1952  the  numbers  immunised  for  these  years  was  0,  30  and  61. 

In  1952  the  total  number  of  live  births  was  86  and  in  1951 
it  was  87. 

2 children  born  in  1953  were  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
During  the  year,  Llantilio-Crossenny,  Bockfield,  Barth.  and 
7enallt  Schools  were  visited,  and  53  children  were  given  a 
Booster  dose,  and  40  were  immunised  for  the  first  time.
